Afu-r quoting the situation from the 


repmtuf tlie secretary nf the treasury, 
the President says: "The recent repeal 
of the law requiring the purchase of sil- 
ver bullion by the ^ovcrnmtnit bus made 
an entire change in the complexion of 
our t'urrecy affairs. I do not doubt that 
the ultimate result of this action will 
be most saluLory and fur-reaching. After 
the rcrcnt fmanei.il perturbation time ia 
remiirt'd for the re-establishment of 
business. When, however, confidence 
ia restored, and the money which lias 
been frightened to hoarding places is re- 
turned to trade a survey of the situa- 
tion will probably disclose a safe path 
leading to a permanently sound cur- 
rency sudiciont to meet every require- 
ment of our increasing population and 
business. In pursuit of this object, we 
should resolutely turn away from all 
urging and temporary expedients, de- 
termined to bu content with nothing less 
than a lasting and comprehensive finan- 
cial plan. In these circumstances J am 
convinced that reasonable delay in tfcal- 
iiiK with Ihifl subject instead of Dcing in- 
jurious will increase the probability of 
wise action." 
The President recommends a further 


postponement of the llrussclB monetary 
conference, and suggests that general 
authority be given the President to in- 
vite other nations to such a conference 
at anv time when there is a fair prospect

THE PENSION III'IIKAI'. 


The President quotes from the report 


of the secretary of tho interior: 
"In 


June last there were on the pension 
rolls 9u'0,012 names, ait increase of 
39,944 over the previous year." Speak- 
ing of recent rulings of the commissioner 
of pensions the President says: "I atn 
unable to understand why frauds in the 
pension rolls should not be exposed and 
corrected with thoroughness and vigor. 
Every name fraudulently put upon these 
rolls is a wicked imposition upon the 
kindly sentiment in which pensions 
have their origin. Those who attempt 
in the Hue of duty to rectify these 
wrongs should not bo accused of enmity 
or indifference to the claimi of honest 
veterans." 
The scenes attendant upon the open- 


ing of the Cherokee etrip received the 
President's attention, and be says: 
"Those outrageous incidents caimot be 
entirely prevented without a change, in 
the laws on the subject. I especially 
commend to the attention of congress 
some statements contained in the secre- 
tary's report concerning registry." 


The President calls attention to the 


.jiportance to farmers of the department 
of agriculture, also to tho unwieldy pro- 
portions to which the collection and 
distribution of new seeds has grown.

Of civil service reform the President 


says in part: "Tho continued intelli- 
gent execution of the civil service law 
and the increasing approval of the peo- 
ple are most gratifying. I am, if possi- 
ble, more than ever convinced of the in- 
calciilcablc. benefits conferred by the 
civil service law, not only in its effect 
upon public service, but also what is 
even more important; its effect in ele- 
vating the U'lieof political life generally. 
There under!Jos in this reform a sturdy, 
com mouse use principle not only suited 
to this sphere, but whoso application 
our people arc more and more recognis- 
ing to be absolutely essential to the 
moat successful operation of their gov- 
ernment if not to Us porpetuty."

appreciation of the depleted condition 
of the treasury and sympathy with tbo 
strained circumstances of our fellow cit- 
izens.

The superintendent [of immigration 


reports that during the last fiscal year 
440,703 immigrants arrived at our ports, 
of which 1003 were not permitted to 
land. 
The President recommends a more 


general and harmonious national quar- 
antine system, at the ramo time having 
due regard to the rights and duties oi 
local agencies. 
Owing to the efficiency of the national 


guard organization lessening the danger 
of Indian hostilities, the President sug- 
gests a reorganization of tho army on 
the lines of the present necessities of 
the country. This change contemplates 
no increase in number or added ex- 
penses. 
The President recommends also ap- 


propriations by congress to complete 
the work of coast defenses. 


The President is of tho opinion that 


the system of free delivery of mails 
should not be extended to smaller com- 
munities than arc now designated. At- 
tention is called to the value of civil 
service reform in the postal service.
